PREF ACE 


T' is moſt evident to all ſuch who are m the leaſt acquainted with the 
Greek and Roman Hiſtories, that BRIBERY and CORRUPTION 
were the chief Cauſes of the Overthrow of thoſe free Governments. 

By theſe Means Philip of Macedon ruin'd moſt of the Commonwealths 
of Greece, ſo mucb celebrated in Antient Hiſtory. 

. The Spartan State which had flouriſh'd with ſuch Glory about 800 Tears, 
was ſoon deſtroy'd by the corrupt Uſe of thoſe immenſe Riches wherewith their 
Aliatick Conqueſts bad furniſhed them, | 

The Ruine of the Roman Commonwealth 5s (by all who have wrote 
pon that SubjetF) attributed to. that Corruption with which they were over- 
xun after they became Maſters of Aſia, and the Plunder thereof. Before 
that time Honour had been the Reward of good and great AtFions, but then 
Money without Merit opened the Door at which Fools and Knaves entred 
when boneſt Men could not be admitted : Then it ſeem'd a Crime to be ver= 
tuows ;, and that People became ſo degenerate,that the Conſulſhip, Govern- 
ment of Provinces, Commands of Armies, and every Publick Employ+ 
aent, were put to ſale, and all carried by Caballing and Bribery, without 
any regard bad to the Merits of Men,. and their Services to their Country. 

This occaſioned that. ſevere Exclamation, O Urbem venalem fi 


« Emptorem inveniſſet !. Intimating,. that they, would ſell even the City it 


ſelf, if a Man were found who bad a Purſe ſufficient to make the Purchaſe. 
And it is yet freſh in Memory, bow our own Nation: was brought to the 


very Brink of Deſtruttion by the corrupt Pradices of the Reign of King 


Charles the Second. . Then-was the time when all Men of. Vertue, un-- 
tainted Probity, and Love ta their Country; ran the Hazard of being ruin'd. 

Then was the time we beheld a Band of abje&t PENSIONERS 1n Parlia- 

ment, a Liſt whereof is yet extant. Then was the time we ſaw our Se- 
wators wearing the Badg of Slavery, and doing a Tyrant”'s Drudgery, for- 
Elothes and Suſtenance. Then was the time when no leſs Sum than! 
252467 1. was ſquandred amongFt thoſe Mercenary Wretches mleſs than! 
direc Lears ;, and it is well known who was then Lord TRE ASURER.. 
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Then was the time when an hungry Member was ſure of a * Dinner 
at one or other of the Publick Tables kept abour Weſtminſter, (and which 
very lately began to be ſet up again) to feed the Betrayers of their Country : 
And that they might be at band, Sir John Copleſton and Sir Richard 
Wiſeman were then allowed, ta keep open Houſes at the Fogt. of the Parlia- 
ment” Stairs. | 

So numerous were theſe Hirelings #n that illuſtrious Body, that if any 
Point were there carried on England's /ide, it was often but by the poor A{g- 
jority of two or three Voices, And I cannot but remember upon this Oceg- 
fron a Story, ( for the Truth whereof I can undertake) There was a contended 


EleFion 1m that Houſe of Commons between My. Trenchard and At. 


Bertie; and it being carried for Mr. Bertie, the Lord O Brian, who was 
related to the then Lord Treaſurer, came in Triumph to bim with the 
News, and ſaid, My Lord ! We bave carried the day, and voted thir- 
teen more than one and twenty. 

The Nation groaned under the Burden of theſe inglorious and wicked 
Praftices, which ripened us for Ruine ;, and to this Day their ſad Effets are 
wery ſenſibly felt. We then traffick'd away the Peace of Europe ; and 
to that Corruption is owing the Growth, and bitherto unſubdued Power of 
France. | 

If to ſell the Determination of any Difference between private Perſons 
be beld in the bigheſt Deteſtation, how juſtly execrable then do thoſe ven- 
der themſelves who traffick away Nations and the Rights of a free-born 
People !

was as accidental as neceſſary, will be readily agreed by 
thoſe who conſider from whence it came: We find in the 
Hiſtory thereof mention made of the monſtrous Sums of 
Thouſands, and Tens of Thouſands ; yet at the firſt the Paiment of 
that petty Sum of ten Pounds, or leſs, had certainly prevented this 
happy Diſcovery ; the Riſe whereof was from Royſton, not from the 
famous Tory Club there, but from the juſt Complaint of ſome honeſt 
Inhabitants, againſt Abuſes of Officers and Souldiers in exatting Sub- 
ſiſtence-Money.

with lay before the Houſe a particular Account of the Moneys re- 
ceived: by him, and how he had paid the ſame, and when, and to 
whom, and what remained in his Hands. And, 
Upon bringing in his Account accordingly, and being examined 
thereto, oa the 28th of Jannary, it was (upon the Conſideration = 
B the 
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the Obſervations of the Commillioners for taking and ftating the 
Publick Accounts) Reſolved by the Houſe, That the ſaid Agent, for 
negleFing to pay the Subſsſtence- Money to the Officers and Souldiers that 
quartered at Royſton, baving Moneys in his Hands to do the ſame, be 
taken into Cuſtody of the Serjeant at Arms attending the Houſe, And af-

Then followed Mr. Hnry Guy, a Member of the Houſe, in whoſe 
Caſe it was the ſame Day, upon Conſideration of the before menti- 
onedt Obſervations, Reſolved, That he, for taking a Bribe of 200 Gui= 
nea*s, be committed tothe Tower. 

And vpon the 7thof Afarch Mr. James Craggs (one of the Con- 
tractors for the clothing the Army) having refuſed to produce his 
Books, and to be examined before the Commiſſioners for taking and 
ffating the Publick Accounts, and being called into the Houſe, and 
perliſting in his Retuſal, at was reſolved that he be committed to the 
Tower for refuſing to produce his Books of Accounts, thereby obſtruct- 
ng the Inquiry of the Houſe into the Diſpoſal of the Publick Moneys. 

Hereupon, for Redreſs of the notorious. Abuſes of the: Officers 
and their Agents, the Houſe agreed upon an humble Repreſentation:

About the ſame time there camea loud Outcry of Bribery againſt 
the Commiſſioners for licenſing Hackney-Coaches; and the Houſe of 
Commons having appointed a Committee to examine it, upon the 
8tbof March, they made Report to the Houſe, that ſeveral of the 
Commiſſioners for licenſing Hackney-Coaches, by recerving Bribes, ated 
corruptly. 

T coupon the Houſe ordered the Committee to diſtinguiſh the

Sir Joſeph Herne and Sir The, Cooke's 
Government, was diſpoſ.d of by them for private Services whith 
they have cauſed to be ;placed 'to the Company's Accompt, under 
the Head of Charges General : Of which the reſt of the Committees, 
who werepreſent at the Debate, and making thoſe Orders, -moſt of 
whom, except the Members of your Houſe, have been examined by 
4heCommittee, are not able to give any account : Burt one of them 
(viz, Sir Benjamin Bathurſt) ſaid, Sir Joſeph Herne had the greateſt 
part of the 139324. 95. 2.4. todifpoſe of ; and Sir Renjamin B 
would have called for an Account thereof, 'but Sir Tio. Cooke:defired 
ke would not : And the Committee of Nine, who was to inſpe& this 
whole Matter, have often called upon Sir Tho, Cooke 'to give an Ac- 
count to whom he-has diltributed the Money he received; to whom 
he ſometimes promifed 'to give an Accompt, but neyer did : and 
at another time ſaid, Ir was not convenient for them to have it. 80 
that the Secret of that Service, and the Placing of that Money, lies princi- 
pally with Sir T ho. Cooke and Sir Joſeph Herne. 

Sir Benjamin Bathurſt being examined, ſaid, That finding fo 
great a Sum as 30000 /. charged for Secret Services, he had ſome warm 
Diſcourſe with Sir Thomas Cooke about it, to know how.it was disburſt : 
But he refuſed to give him any Particulars, and told him, He fhoutd 
remember he was bound by his Oath to the Company to keep their 
Secrets. To which he anſwered, He was alſo bound by Oath to be 
true to the Intereſt of the Company. 

Sir Benjamin Bathurſt further ſaid, That about April 1694, un- 
derſtanding that they were in want of Money, he look*d into the 
Caſh-Book : Which caſting up, he found aconliderable Sum in Caſh ; 
and taking ſome Pcrſuns with him, - diſconrſed Sir Tho. Cooke thereof, 
who ſaid, The 90000 |. he hal received, was to gratify ſome Perſons in 
eaſe the Bill ſbould paſs. 

Sir Benjamin Bathurſt ſays, Sir Thoma4 Cooke and Sir Baſil Firebrace 
made the Bargain about Salt- Petre ; but he knew nothing of -it till -it 
came into Court. | 

Sir Baſil Firebrace being examined, own'd he had received* upward: 
of 16000 1. of which he has given an Accompt to the Company 3 
which was for buying Shares of Stock, and of which the Company 
had allow'd: But ſiid he knew no groand the Committee of 
Nine had to fay, That a great part of the other Sums were put 
into his Hands. He owns he invited ſeveral Perſons to come into 
the 
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the Company ; and offered to lay dowh Money for ſeveral, and 
that if rhey- Hiked not at the Year's end, he wonld then take it off 
their Hands, and ro AM.cmbers of the Houſe of Commons among others , 
and. gave an Accompt to the Compary of his doing fo, who promiſcd 
to indempnt'y him: 

Concerninz the Accommodation witt the Inrerlepers, the Company 
had a Letter from the Lord Nottingham, Thar it was the Kings Plea- 
ſure that they ſhould come to an Agreement with the Interlopers. The 
Propefal tor them was 2 5 per. cer. for bringing in their Stock to the 
Company, and one half of th: Profic telides ; which about one half 
of the Interlopers accepted: But Mr. Godfrey and ſomerothers, ſtanding, 
upon 30 / uo cent, Mr. Colſtow went off with them, and did not come 
into the Company. | 

Mr. Ward ſaid it was agreed by the Imerlopers, That only 2000 /. 
ſhould be imployed in buying of Salt-Petre; and Mr. Colon was to bave 
the Advantage thereof, which, he believes, was not for Afr. Colſton 
bimſelf, but for ſome orher Gentleman. And the original Inducement 
to thr leave of the /nterlopers going out, was that Agreement with

Mr. Charles Nois having to ſeveral Perſons pretended he was out of 
Purſe, or engaged to give great Sums of Money to ſeveral Members of 
this Houſe, m ordey to paſs the Orphans Bill, which on his Examination he 
denied to bave given or promiſed, bath been an occaſion of Scandal to this 
Houſe, and the Members thereof. And thereupon, 

Ordered, That Ar. Charles Nois be taken into Cuſtody of the Sey- 
jeant at" Arms attending this Houſe, 

Upon Tueſday the 26th of March it was Reſolved by the Houſe, 
that Mr. Hungerford, a Member of this Houſe, having received 20 
Guinea's for bis Pains and Service as Chairman of the Committee of this 
Houſe, to whom the Orphans Bill was committed, 1s guilty of a bigh Crime 
and Miſdemeanor, Thereupon, 

Reſolved, That My. Hungerford be Expelled this Houſe. 

It was the famie Day Ordered, that Sir Thomas Cooke, a Member 
of this Houſe, do give an Account to the Houſe how the 87402 1. 128. 34. 
mentioned in the Report. was diſtributed. 

And Sir Thomas Cooke being accordingly examined, it was Re- 
ſolved, that Sir Thomas Cooke having refuſed to give an Account bow 
the ſaid Sum was diſtributed, be committed Priſoner tothe Tower of Lon- 
don. 

Ordered, that a Bill be brought i» to oblige Sir Thomas Cooke to 
give an Account to whom he paid and diſtributed the ſard Money, and other 
Sums mentioned in the Report to be received and diſtributed by him. 

Upon Thurſday the 28th of March the Bill to oblige Sir Thomas 
Cooke to give an Account was read, and ordered a ſecond Reading 
next Day. 

Ordered, That the Caſhire to the Eaſt-India-Company do forth- 
with produce the Warrants for the Sums of Money amounting to 
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13532L. 93. 24. mention'd in the Report tobe paid: for ſpecial Ser- 
vice or Charges general of the ſaid Company in 1690 and 1691, and 
the Receipts for the fame. 

Ordered, That he do alſo produce the Warrants for the - Sums 
amounting to 87492 4.

The Bill to oblige Sir Thomas Cooke to give an Account, &c. upon 
Friday the 25th of March was read a ſecond time, aud committed to a 
Committee of the whole Houle. 

The Caſhire of the Eaſt-/ndza Company attended and produced 
Warrants for the ſeveral Sums mentioned 1a the Report, and being 
examin'd the Warrants were rcad. 

Sir Baſil Firebrace attended, by Order, upon Saturday the 3orb of 
March, and delivered in an Account of Moneys by him paid upon the 
Account of the Eaſt-India Company, which was read. 

A Petition of Sir Thomas Cooke was read, praying he may be heard 
by Counſel before the Bill againſt him do paſs, and it was reſolved 
that he be heard by his Counſel. 

The Houſe (upon the ſecond of April) in a grand Committee, 
went through the Bill to oblige Sir Thomas Cooke to account, and 
made ſeveral Amendments, and ordered the Bill to be reported the 
next Day. 

Accordingly upon Wedneſday the 34 of April, Mr. Bridges reported 
the Amendments made to that Bill, which were.read and agreed un- 
to by the Houlez and ordered that the Bill with the Amendments be 
ingroſled, 

Upon Saturday the 6th of April Sir Thomas Cooke's Counſel were 
called into the Houſe, and his Petition read, and alſo the ingroſled 
Bill to oblige him to give an Account, &c. was read the third time, 
and the Counſel were heard ; and then the Houſe reſolved that the Bill 
do paſs, and that Mr. Bridzes do carry the Bill to the Lords, and deiire 
their Concurrence thereunto, which he accordingly did. 

It muſt be here remembred, that 2t the tirſt reading of the Bill in 
the Lords Houſe, ro oblige Sir Thomas Cooke to give an Account, &c. 
the Duke of Leeds ſpoke vehemently againſt it, and introduced 
what he was about to ſay with a moſt folemn Proteſtatzon of his

+ Abhorrence of the Bill. 

Upon Saturday the 1 3th of April their Lordſhips ſent a Meſſage to 
the' Honſe of Commons, that they having under their Confideration 
4 Bill to oblige Sir T homas Cooke to account, &c. do deſire Sir Thomas 
Cooke (a Member of the Honſe of Commons, and now a Priſoner in 
the Tower) may be permitted and ordered to appear at the Bar of the 
Lords Hotſe, when defired ; and thereupon the Houſe of Commons 
ofdered that he do attend the Lords as deſired, and that Mr. Speaker 
iſſue his Warrant to that purpoſe. 

Sir Thontas Cooke being bronght upon bis Petition to the Bar of the 
Lords, be declared himſelf ready and very wilting to make full Diſcove- 
Iy; and ſaid, he had done it before in the Houſe of Commons, if he 
coufd have obtained there an indemnifying Yore ;, and that their deny- 
ing it him had occaſioned his appearing before their Lordſhips in that 
manner : he bemoaned himfelt (weeping ) that he was not indemnified 
at that Inſtant, ſo that he might juſt then make the Diſcovery which 
was expetted, and which he was ſo deſirous to make. 

Thereupon it was demanded of him, what he would be indemnified 
from? He anſwered, af Attions and Suits, except from the Eaſt-India 
Company, whotn, if he had imjared, he wonld be bound to undergo 
the greateſt Rigonr. He alſo ſaid, he deſired ro be indemnified from 
Scandalums. It was ask'd him, whether he meant Scandalum Magnatum ? 
He faid, Yes. 

He being withdrawn, the Duke of Leeds ſtood np, and declared, 
* He was very glad that Gentleman was come to ſuch a Temper, as to 
© be willing to diſcover, whereby that Bill was prevented, which his 
* Lordſhip eſteemed to be of ſo pernicious a Nature. 

© His Grace tninded their Lordſhips how the Commons took care of the 
© Reputation of their Houſe, in asking Sir Thomas Cooke whether be had 
© &ſtributed any Money among any of their Members, who purg'd them by 
t 2 ſolemn Proteſtation, that he had not; his Lordſhip thinks it reaſon- 
© able the Lords ſhould have ſome __ to themfelves, and therefore 

© moved that Sir Thomas Cooke might be called in and ask*d, 
e> © Whether be were willing upon Oath ro purge all thoſe who ſat there, 
Bat this was not received. 

After this the Lads came to a Reſolution, that the Bill ſent up from 
the Commons, to oblige Sir Thomas Cooke to give an Account, &c. 
ſhould not be proceeded upon, but appointed a Committee to draw up 
a Bill to indemnify him. 

That 
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That Committee being withdrawn, and having made ſome Progreſ:, 
notice came from Sir Thomas Cooke (by a Reverend Prelate who appea- - 
red zealous for him) to this purpoſe, That he was afraid he might be 
miſapprebended as to what he ſaid concerning a Diſcovery, in that 
he ſaid he was willing ard ready ;, but by ready he meant no more but 
willing : and that he ſhould nced at leaſt four Months to make the Diſ- 
covery he promiſed, 

This was highly reſented by ſome of the Lords of the Commitree, 
who immediately moved that the Committee might riſe and report 
tothe Houſe this freſh Matter, and the trifling and prevaricating of 
Sir Thomas Cooke, ſo that the Bill deſigned ro oblige him to give an Ac- 
count might now proceed. 

Some Lords mollified this, and having taken up ſome time in fpeak- 
ing ; inthe mean while Sir Thomas Cooke begging a favourable Treat- 
ment, engaged to diſcover within a Fortnight : he was called in more 
than once, and at laſt agreed to the time allow'd by the Bill, viz. 
ſeven Days. And, 

Upon the 17th of April the Lords ſent a Meſſage to the Commons, . 
that they have paſled a Bill entitled, An Ai to indempnify Sir Thomas 
Cooke fron Attions which he might be liable to by reaſon of his Diſc 
to nhom he paid and diftributed ſeveral Sums of Money therein mentioned, 
ro be received out of the Treaſure of the Ealt-India Company, or for any 
Proſecation for ſach Diſtribution» To which they defire the Concur- + 
rence of the Commons. 

The Bill wasread the 1 Time,and ordered to lie on the Table. And, 

A Meſſage ſent to the Lords by Sir Chriſtopher Muſgrave, to put - 
them in mind of the Bill ſent up, entituled, Ar AF to oblige Sir Tho- 
mas Cooke to give an Account, &c, 

Upon Thurſday the 18th of April the Commons read a ſecond time- - 
the ingroſſed Bill from the Lords to indempnify Sir Thomas Cooke, &c. 
and made ſ:me Amendments thereto. 

Upon Friday the 19th of April Mr. Bridges reported the Amend- 
ments, which being read, were agreed unto, and another Amend- - 
ment made by the Houſe ; and then the Bill was read a third time, and 
paſſed, and Mr. Bridges ordered to carry it to the Lords, and acquaint ' 
them that the Houſe had agreed to the Bill with ſome Amendments, to + 
which they deſire the Lords Concurrence. 

Then came a Meſlagc from the Lords to acquaint the Houſe that -: 
they had agreed to the Amendments made- to the Bill to indempaify

This Speech being ended, and the Duke withdrawn, Mr. Comp- 
troller went up to the Lords (attended by many Members) with the 
Impeachment. And, 

At that inſtant it was propoſed in the Honſe, That the Articles 
ſhould be forthwith drawn up ; and thereupon the Committee which 
were joined with the Lords, were appointed to withdraw and pre- 
pare Articles of Impeachment againſt the Duke of Leeds.

Mr.Comptroller returned, and reported to the Houſe, that he had 
been at the Lords, and at their Bar impeached the Duke of Leeds of 
High Crimes and Miſdemeanors ;, and acquainted them that this Houſe 
will in due time exhubit Particular Articles againſt him, and make 
good the ſame. 

After the Duke's withdrawing, the Houfe of Commons took his

That this Noble Lord, when be came to the Matter, would not enter into 
Particulars, but paſſed it over with Excuſe of wanting time. 

He makes no Excuſe as to the Fats : His Argument of a Contrivance 
was, that the 5ooo Guinea's charged on him, was no part of the 
49000 þ. Firebrace was to account for. But this is an Aggravation of 
the Crime; for Sir Tho. Cooke had a double Account, one with, 
and one without the 5000 Guinea's : and this is an Indication, that 
if there was a Contrivance, it was not by the Committee, but with Sir 
Thomas Cooke, to ſtifle the Inquiry, and conceal the Corruption. 

That the ſpeedy Fuſtice of the Houſe was to be wiſh'd and deſired : That 
if there was ſuch a Contrivance, ſuch a Thread as is mentioned by that 
Noble Lord, *twas not to be doubted, but that Houſe where he is im- 
peached will clear him. 

T moved that a Committee might be appointed to withdraw to 
conſider what was to be done in order to gratify that Noble Lord by 
ſpeedy Juſtice. 

He obſerved, That his Friend's (Mr. Bates) tricking and contra- 
dicting himſelf, is more than the Evidence of Firebrace : Who was 
bis Friend 2 Who was his Servant ? Thoſe were Queſtions not to be 
ask'd. Monſieur Robart was a Servant of my Lord Preſident's, and 
is fled. — Mr. Bates ſaid he kept the Money in his Houſe ; What 
was become of it ? Sometimes he had ſpent it, ſometimes it was in 
his Cloſet : He did own the Money was not in his Houſe on Sunday ; 
but on Tueſday-Morning Robart brought it to bim, but he would never 
declare from whom he brought it.

many Favours he had received from his Lordſhip's hands, he hum- 
bly deſired him to accept of them: Which he refu'ing, Mr. Bates 
preſsd him earneſtly to take one half or a quarter ; which he ſtill 
refuſed, declaring he would not touch a Penny of them ; and told 
him, ſince he had taken them he thought there was no need of re- 
turning them, they were his own, and wiſh'd him good Luck with 
them. As I remember (faid his Lordſhip) I did once to Mr, Hatry 
Savile, for whom I had a great Reſpet ; which reminds me of a 
Story I muſt needs tell your Lordſhips upon this Occaſion. He then 
related the Story : That when he was Treaſurer, the Exciſe being 
to be farm'd, for which many put in, the Bidders for it (who were 
to give in their Propoſals ſealed up) having applied to Mr. Savile 
for his Intereſt at Court, he came to his Lordſhip and deſired that 
he would tell the Gentlemen that put in (who were ſeveral) that 
Mr. Savile had ſpoke for them : What, ſaid I, (proceeded the Duke) 
would you have me tell all of them fo, when bur one is to have it ? 
No matter for that, ſaid Mr. Savile, for whoever has. it will think 
© I have done him this Seryice; and I am ſure of a good Preſent,

About the time the Duke ended this Speech, private Notice came 
to the Houſe of Lords, that the Commons were proceeding toan Im- 
chment againſt him ; whereupon the Duke left the Houſe in great 
aſte, and going to the Door of the Houſe of Commons, was admit=. 

ted, and there made the Speech, as before related, Pape 49.

To the Honour of the worthy and well-deſerving 
Gentlemen of the Committee who made the foregoing 
Report, Juſtice requires this Remark, that their prudent 
InipeCtion, and honeſt Diſcovery of theſe Deeds of Dark- 
neſs, did much contribute to, if not occafion the necel- 
ſary Enquiry ſince made by. both Houſes of Parliament 
into thoſe wicked PraQtices, which we will yet hope 
may in due time be fet in a Meridian Light, notwith- 
ſtanding the extraordinary Arts and Tricks which have 
been uſed to ſtifle the Diſcovery and conceal the chief 
Criminals 3; which the former Hiſtory of this Afﬀair has in 
ſome meaſure laid open, and that which here follows may 
tarther evince. 


It hath been already obſerved, that Monſieur Robart, 
who appeared by the Depolitions before the Committee 
of Lords and Commons to be a material Witneſs to make 
good the Charge againſi th! Duke of Leeds, was withdraws 


after 
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after the Tmpeachment was carried up to the Houſe of Lords ; 
and that his Grace had declared he knew (by the manner of 
the Man) that Robart would-not be ſcen bere again in haſte. 
Now at appeared to the Houſe of Commons, that this Ro- 
bart had obtained 4 P ASS to go beyond Sea; the Diſcove- 
ry thereof was thus made. 

Upon Wedneſday the Firft of May in the Afcernoon, 
Paul Foley Eſ\q; Speaker of the Houle of Commons, re- 
ceived a Letter at the Door of the Houle by the Penny-Poſt, 
to this effect : 

* One Bernard, 10 the Secretary's Office, has procured 
* Paſs tor Holland, under 4 falſe Name, for John Robart, 
* the Duke of Leeds's Steward, and all, &c. 

On Thurſday Morning the Speaker communicated the 
fame to the Houſe, who referr'd it to the Examinati- 
on of the Committee appointed to make good the Charge 
againſt the Duke of Leeds. They upon conſidering ho 
Letter, found it was writ in Office Paper; whereupon 
Mr. Vernon and Bernard (who was mention'd in the Let- 
ter) and alſo the Books of the Secretaries Office were 
ſent for : and Bernard being examined, dexied he had done 
any ſuch thing, or knew any thing of the Matter. 

In ſearching the Books and comparing the Hands, Mr. 
Vernon concluded the Letter was writ by one Sor/oleil a 
Frenchman, and an Under-Secretary of the ſame Office ; 
for though the Hand was endeavour'd to be diſguiſed, 
moſt of the Letters were like the ſame Hand, eſpecially 
the Letter e, which was very remarkable. 

Sorfoleil was thereupon ſent for and examined; he 
(who at the time of the Writing the Letter, {zemed to 
have ſome ſpice of Honeſty) now dezied the Writing the 
Letter, but owned he knew Robart intimately well ; That 
they had been Servants together at the Earl of am 

and. 
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and were: almoſt daily together, till within theſe laſt four 
or five Days. Being ask'd when he ſaw him laſt, he 
gave this Account. 

That being with two or three of his Countrymen on 
Sunday laſt, and talking of the Duke of Leed's Impeachment, 
one of the Company told him, that. Robart was with- 
drawn, or would ſoon withdraw : That the ſame Day 
he tried to find Robart, becauſe he the ſaid Sorſoleit had 
borrowed Money of him, upon a Pawn of a far greater 
Value, which he was loth to loſe, but could not find him 


that day ; but on Monday Morning, as he was going from 


Whitehall to St, James's in the Park, he verily believes he 
ſaw Robart turn the Corner of the Wall towards St. Fames's 
Houſe, and haſtned after him, but Robart went away. ſo faſt 
he could not overtake him, nor hear of him at the Duke of 
Leeds's. 

Sorſoleil Farther added, that he told all this to Bernard 
in talking of his being ſent for by the Committee, whos 
diſſwaaed him from mentioning it to the Committee, ſaying, 
he was a Fool if he mentioned any thing of this, tor he 
weuld not be examined to it, 

On Friday Morning May the 34, one of the Committee 
examining the Letter, found the Superſcription was writ 
in a different Hand from the Inſide ; which obſerving, 
and ſhewing it toa Gentleman who had been of Mr. Se- 
cretary Trenchard's Office, the Gentleman ſaid he verily 
believed'it was one Robertaw's writing, who was an Un- 
der-Secretary of the ſame Office, and that he could ſhew 
the ſame Hand in the Books, which he ferch'd, and com- 
paring it with the Letter, it did appear ſo; and Rober- 
taw was ſent for, who owned his Hand on the Superſcrip- 
tion, and ſaid, that he ſaw Sorſoleil write the Inſide.

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That on Wedneſday Morning laſt, Sorſoleil and he be- 
ing at the Ax and Gate in Kjing-ſtreet, Sorſoleil told- him), 
that Bernard had help'd Robart to a Paſs for Holland; and 
added, 'rwas pity the Nation ſhould be thus abuſed, or ſome- 
thing to that effe&t : whereupon Robertaw told him; that 
he would do well to let the Houſe of Commons know ir. 
Sorſoleil replied, he would not expoſe himſelf to Ruine. (Had 
this been any other than a Foreigner, ir had been leſs 
pardonable, jr being as much as to ſuppole we are got 
back into the Reign of Kyjng Charles the 2d ; and that now, 
as then, the Man who ſerves his Country, runs the Hazard 
of being ruin'd.] Belides (ſaid Sorfoleit) T have oblizations 
ro the Duke of Lzeds's Family. [The more's the Piry ; for 
his Obligations, and Bates's old Friendſhip, have been his 
therto tome obſtruction to the clearing -up the Point in 
Queſtion.] And he added, that Robertaw might. write a 
Letter by the Penny-Polt to the Speaker : which Robertaw 
refuſed, faymg, he did not know the thing ; but if _ 
fil would write the Letter, he would write the Direct 
on, which they each did, and ſent tr. 

Robertaw and Sorfoleil being confronted,. Sorſoleit ill 
denied it, and Robertaw offered to make Oath of the Truth 
of what he ſaid. Sorſoleil owned he was on Wedneſday 
Morning alone with Robertaw, at the Ax and Gate, and 
appeared in great Diſorder. 

Mr. Vernon and Mr. Tard, the two: firit Secretaries. tn: 
that Office, being preſent, declaredthemſelves amazed. at 
Sorſoleil's denying bis Hand, and both ſaid, they did as

Sorſoleil being under Obligations to the Duke of Leeds's 
Family, is found ſo impudent as. to deny lis own Hand- 
writing, and. that jn the Preſence of worthy Gentlemen, 
who were well acquainted with his Writing, and of a+ 
nother who offer'd to make Oath he ſaw Sorſoleit write 
it, 

So the reſult is, Robart is fled the Kingdom with 600 
Guinca's, part of ſome Body's 5000 ; Bernard and. Sorſo- 
leil have ſubjeQed themſelves to the Hazard of lofing 
good Imployments ; and . that NO N-FUROR, the 
Duke's old Friend Mr. Bates, is lock'd up in the Tower 
with his own 500 Guinea's : Now, for whole ſake, theſe 
Perſons have thus expoſed themſelves, I leave the Readen 
to conjecture.

Fames's, Mr. Bates was {aid to have been treated with, as one be- 
longing to the Duke of Leeds ; which was not truly of ſo great 
Honour to him, as the Title he gave himſelf of FRIEND to

tt is alſo to be remark'd, that Mr. Zates ſaid he received the 
$09 Guinea's bimſelf, {though as in pag. 40. - of the ColleFion, he 
{aid, be could not well tell Money;] and thit MY LORD's Ser- 
pant received the 5000 Guinea*s, [but not for the Duke it ſeems, 
but to keep by him, till the ſqueamiſh-conſcienc'd Gentleman, 
who could not ſwear to King William and Queen Mary,ſhould find 
ſuch a Nuſe made about them, that it ſhould become adviſeable 
to make a return of part of them to the right Owners. 

It may be farther obſerved, That Mr. Bates had forgot the dif-

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Now before we conclude, a few Words of Sir Jobn Trevor, 
once Speaker of the Houſe of Commons, and of the innocent and 
highly abuſed Orphans. 

He (we remember) ordered Mr. Leake the Printer, and #9 
other, to publiſh 'to the World, that Sir Jobn Trevor, Speaker of 
the Houſe of Commons, receiving a Gratuity of 1060 Guiied's from 
the City of London, after paſſing of the c_ Bill, ts guilty of a 
bigh Crime and Miſdemeanour, And in a tew days after, the ſame 
Mr. Leake,without his Appointment or Leave, proclaim'd it, that Sir 
Fobn Trevor, LATE SPEAKER, was expell'd the Chair and Houſe 
for the ſaid High Crime and Miſdemeanour : So juſt a Horror, ſo 
Noble an Indignation had this Auguſt Aſſembly for his Crime ! 

But here ſome few untbinking Men objet, That if there were 
Juſtice in his Expul/zon, yet to expel him for taking 4 Gratuity, 
after the paſſing an A& of Parliament, is ſurmum Ju. What, 
ſay they, will you run up his Puniſhment ſo high, tor a Fault of 
ſo ſoft a Name, for a Gratuity only, (not a Bribe) and for a Gra- 
tuity given after the A& was paisd! To leave the Anſwer to 
another, I only obſerve, that though this Gratuity (as termed 
was paid or given (which you will) after the A& was paſgd, 
be bad an early Aſſurance of the 1000 Guinea's, and that four or 
five days before the Bill was ordered to be brought into the 


Houſe, as will preſently appear ; as it may in due time, if ſome.

This cannot receive a more appoſite Anſwer,. than has been 


lately given by a moſt ingenious Perſon ;, and therefore with his 


tave, I will tranſcribe it.

« enough; but to take one for an At in favour of Poor Orphans, 
« for an A&@ in-which not only the Honour of the Nation, but 
« the Subliſtence of ſome hundreds of People of good Faſhion 


& and Quality, that wanted Bread,. and muſt have ſtarved withour 
it 
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&« it, is concerned ; to take 4 Gratuity for ſuch an AR, is a thing 
« ſcarce to be parallePd. This was to rob the Poor with a Wit- 
<« neſs, a Crime which we ſee every day the Wretches that pad 
& upon the High-way diſdain to commit. 

And whereas ſome blame the Perſons who gave the Speaker 
this Gratuity, the contrary hath been very well aſſerted, 
and they juſtified by him, who ſaid, That * If a Man will not 
« do me Juſtice without Money, I know not why I may not give 
« ithim, rather than ſuffer by his Injuſtice: the Fault is none of 
<« mine, it's his, that would not do me reaſon without it ; I 
&« would give 4 Robber on the High-way a part to ſave the reſt. 

That the Caſe ſtood thus with the diſtreſſed Orphans, is be- 
yond ContradiQion true ; their Caſe might well be eſteemed 
Hopeleſs and Deſperate, by him who conſiders in how many 
Sefſtons of Parliament they had been baffled and tired out with 
fruitleſs Attendances, and that Prayers and Tears had no way 
avaiPd them. | 

Were it conſiſtent with my deſigned Brevity, I ſhould recount 
the incredible Delays and reiterated Diſappointments, which 
had been given them in every Seſlion of this Parliament, till 
they came to make the requiſite Application to the Speaker ;, but I 
ſhall only review tlie Fournal of the three Seſſions in 1691, 1692, 
and 1693, which will demonſtrate, that they were laid under 
_ higheſt and moſt abſolute Neceſlity to try tbe Power of 
Gold, 

On Friday the 27th of November 1691. The Lord Mayer, Al- 
dermen and Common Council of London, preſented a Petition to 
the Houſe of Commons, praying leave to bring in a Bill for raiſing 
a Fund for an Annual Payment, to be made in lieu of the Debts to the 
Orphans : which being read, Leave was given to bring in a Bill as 
prayed ; and on Wedneſday the ſecond of December, the Bill 
was preſented, and read the next day, and ordered to lie on the 
Table; which is eſteemed in Parliamentary Proceedings, a clean 
way of RejeGing it. | 

'Hereupon, on Wedneſday the 9th of December, it was reſolved 
(upon a Motion made on their behalf) that the Houſe would 
take into Con/ideration the Debts due to the Orpbans, and their 
Relief, the next Monday, and then conſider of Ways for their Sa- 


tisfation. 
N 2 On 
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On that Monday, 14th Decemb. the Conſideration of this Aﬀeir 
' was deferred to the following Saturday, then to the next Thurſ- 
* day, thence to that day Seven-night ; ſo to the next Wedneſday, 
when nothing was done : But on Friday the 8th of January it was 
adjourn'd to the Tueſday following, then to the next Monday, 
+ thence to Friday, ſo to Wedneſday, and after that to 

Friday the 29th of fFamary, when they reſolved into a Com- 
mittee of the whole Houſe to conſider of Ways for ſatisfying the 
Orpbans Debts; and Mr. Harcourt reported, that they had made 
ſome Progreſs, and defared” Leave to fit again : Upon which they 
reſolved to conſider again next Wedneſday. Then nothing being, 
done, on Friday Feb, 5. it was adjourned to the following Tueſday , 
| = the Houſe being upon the ſmall Tithe Bill, nothing was 

one. 

Thurſday 1 1th of Feb. the LZords ſent down a Bill for Relief of the 
diſtreſſed Orphans, which was read'; and upon Saturday the 1 3th 
the Lords ſent to put the Houſe in mind of that Bill : And thereapon- 
a Motion was mate that the Bill ſhould be then read a ſecond time, but 
it paſg&d in the NEGATIVE, anda like Motion was reje&ed on 
Saturday the 2orÞ bf February. 

At this rate was their Affair carried (or rather food ſtill In 
the Seſſion of 1691.) See now how it fared with them in 1692. 

On Thurſday the 17th of Novemb. 1692. the Sheriffs and ſeve- 
ral Aldermen'preſented'a Petition from the Lord-Mayor, Aldermen, 
and Common-Council.of London, praying the Aſfiſtance of the Houſe 
for raiſing and ſettling a Fund for payment of the Debts due to the Or- 
phans : Which was read, and ordered to be taken into Con/idera- 
tron on Thurſday ; when, and.afterwards for that Seſſion, we find 
it adjourn*d from Thurſday to Wedneſday, from Wedneſday to 
Friday, &c. above 20 Days having been appointed, and nothing 
effeted more thanin 1691. 

We are now got to the Seſſion of 1693, where you. have. a re- 
markable Trial of | Skill. 

On Thurſday Novemb. 30, 1693, aPetition of tlie Lord-Mayor, 
Aldermen,” and Common-Council of. the City of London, was pre-

They plainly found that the Cart was bewitcl/d;, and therefore,to 


| bedelivered from the Inchantment ; on Wedneſday the 24th of Fa- 


nuary, when the Houſe, by their laſt Order of the 23d, were to 
conſader (as they bad heretofore done ) upon the Saturday following, 
the City abſerving* the Houſe engaged in the Conlideration of 
Ways and Means for carrying on a Vigorous War againſt France, 

took a Reſolution to bethink themſelves of Ways and Means for 

carrying on more vigorouſly their hitherto baffled Attempt to ob- 
tain Relief in the deplorable Caſe of their diſtreſſed Orphans ; and 

in order thereunto, the Common-Council appointed'a Committee to: 
conſider of Ways and Means for ſatisfying their Debts, and to ſoli- 
cis the Parliament for a Bill to that Purpoſe; and ordered the 
Chamberlain to iſſue out and. pay ſuch Sums as are REQUIRED by, 
and neceſſary for promoting the ſaid Services ;, and dire&ed that Mr. 

Borrett, the City Solicitor, do attend the Committee. 

It deſerves Remark, that when this Order was made and ſigned 
by. the Committee, there was a Blank for the Perſon's Name : 
But there was a Diſcourſe in the Committee, that the Speaker was 
the Perſon to whom:the Money was to be given: And Mr, Borrett told 
the Committee, that the Bill could a0t paſs without giving that Sum. 
2000 Guinea's were mentioned by others ; and the Perſons who 


' folicited for the Orphans, declared it would'coſt them as much as. 


it did the City ; and fome of them faidthey had'been out more- 
than 10000 I. 

The City Ways and Means being yet under Conſideration ; on 
Saturday the 27th of Fan. the Aﬀeair of the Orphans was put off to 
the next Friday, then to Tueſday Feb. 6. thence to Saturday fol- 
lowing ; when nothing'being done, on Monday the 1 2th of Feb. 
there began to be ſome Life in vhe Cauſe: Then @ Petition of the 
diſtreſſed Orphans was preſented to the Houſe and read, praying that 
SOME EXPEDIENT may be found cut for their Relief. 

Behold now, they no ſooner pray for an Expedient, but they 
have it the ſame day ; and here obſerve what it was.

Well, whether it were owing to the Prayer of the Orphans, or 
to this Order of the Committee, I determine not z but now ( how- 
ever it happened ) the Honourable Speaker ( like another we lately 
ralk'd of ) appears more eaſy than heretofore ; they bad long ap- 
ply'd to his,Ear, but without Effet: Now they make a more 
proper Application by ſpeaking to bis Fiſt, and mark how it 
Works. 

On Thurſday the 1 5th of February, the Orphans Afﬀair, after at 
leaſt one hundred Diſappointments, is called upon in the Houſe ; 
and what then ? Why ſurely it is to be conſidered the next Monday, 
or that day ſeven Night, or fo: ——No ſuch thing: The Houſe 
reſolved it ſelf into a Committee of the whole Houſe to conſider of 
the Petition of the Loyd Mayor, &c. relating to the Orphans. W hat 
then? Why Ccl. GOLDWELL reported that they bad gone through 
the Matter to them referr*d, and come to ſeveral Reſolutions, which 
they direQed him to report. [ Here's now quick Work, all done 
with a Jirk, no praying LEAVE TO SIT AGAIN, as hereto- 

fore. But who is this Col. Go/dwell 2 he ought to be taken notice 
of, and well rewarded for this emineat piece of Service, as with- 
out doubt he was; for he would never do this for Nothing, who 
had 1coo1l, of 4GFon on the Eaft-India Score, for doing Nothing. 
Beſides, he was no Fool, and if he had not known how this Matter 
weuld-turn-to Account, he would have ſaid as Mr. Bates did at 
the making the Bargain for the 5009 Guineas for his Friend at 
St. James's —What's this to me ? I ought not to be imployed for Nothing.] 
Buc when will the Report be made ? Why without Delay, expeRt 
but 4% Hours, and you have it,
